TWO  volumes  were  issued  in  the  autumn,  namely  the  first 
part  of  a  new  volume  of  Collections,  completing  the  pub- 
lications for  1913,  and  a  reprint  of  the  Tragedy  of  Mariam,  the 
first  publication  for  1914.  The  former  of  these  contained  an 
important  series  of  Blackfriars  Records  selected  from  the  Loseley 
manuscripts  by  Prof.  Albert  Feuillerat.  The  other  was  edited  by 
Mr.  A.  C.  Dunstan,  who  succeeded  in  settling  the  question  of  the 
authorship  of  the  play  by  producing  for  the  first  time  conclusive 
evidence  of  its  having  been  written  by  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Sir 
Henry  Carey,  later  Viscount  Falkland. 

The  General  Editor  has  pleasure  in  announcing  that  since 
the  issue  of  this  play  he  has  been  able  to  obtain,  through  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  W.  A.  White  of  New  York,  photographs  of  the 
very  rare  additional  leaf  containing  the  dedicatory  sonnet.  Fac- 
similes are  being  prepared  and  will  be  issued  to  members  along 
with  the  next  batch  of  publications. 

The  War  has  unfortunately  interfered  rather  seriously  with 
the  work  of  the  Society,  and  it  has  so  far  been  found  impossible 
to  put  any  fresh  work  in  hand.  In  these  circumstances  the 
General  Editor  has  not  thought  it  incumbent  upon  him  to  push 
forward  the  remaining  five  plays  for  1914.  Two,  the  Cobler's  and 
Pedlars  Prophecies,  are  practically  ready,  and  should  shortly  be  in 


the  hands  of  our  members.  The  preparation  of  the  three  others 
is  also  well  advanced  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  completed  in  time 
for  the  volumes  to  appear  in  the  late  spring  or  early  summer. 

The  Roll  of  members  is  full,  and  there  is  a  short  Waiting 
List  of  Candidates,  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  Candidate-members, 
whose  names  appear  on  the  Roll. 

The  Society  has  to  regret  the  loss,  by  death,  of  four  members, 
Mr.  Bertram  Dobell,  Mr.  A.  W.  K.  Miller,  who  was  its  Hon. 
Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  E.  Smith,  and  Dr.  W.  Aldis  Wright.  One 
member  has  resigned. 

The  large  increase  in  the  balance  from  last  year  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  of  the  1914  publications  only  the  reading  has  yet 
been  paid  for.  But  when  all  the  year's  dues  are  settled,  the 
Society  will  still  have  a  substantial  sum  in  hand. 
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
